Convention of Articulation teachers, 
there is given I school exercise at 
thamptoo, and one of the papil 
quired to jrfve the derivation ot 
Jn.isiii:' To do Unit implies a 
knowledge of (ireek, but that perbap 

ii nothing annenal at Northampton. 

there are other rpieslions in thai class 

. just, as lb- one of derivation. 
The probability thftt some of tbe pu- 
pils come from the immediate V'ci 

nage of Concord, where the rammer 
school of philosophy yearly meets, ao 
counts for llie sltuiy of psychology, 
said that only a few gifted per 

coui'l, understand the ieotare 

profound were the dis 
missions. This, then, accounts for 
our failure to understand the pupils 
at Northampton. It is the iihstruse 
character of the subjec 1 matter, and 



not any luck of the power of articula- 
tion that iirevents our understanding 
what is said. If any one of tho pu- 
pils should happen to strike us on the 
'•latent modification of consciousness," 
how could we catch the sense ? 

I can explain, I think, the naming 
of astronomy as one of the sciences 
taught ut tho Clarke Institution. The 
writer of this report, on his visit to 
Northampton, must have seen some 
visible speech charts, and thought 
right off, i hut they were the signs of 
the Zodiac. It would not be a very 
violent inference, therefore, to sup 
poso that tho pupils were studying 
Astronomy. 

There in constant need too, of tho 
application of Algebra, for the evolu- 
tion of ii.surtl in Articulation becomes 
very often quite absurd. In tho daily 
work of the school-room, the tin 
known equation becomes such an im- 
portant factor that tho teachers, are 
obliged to resort to imiginary quan- 
tities to got tho proper answer. But 
wo forbear going any fun her inlo 
these sciences ai the present time. 

We are next, Informed, that, "the 
pupils who have gtadiiiued from this 
course, or who have partially coin- 
pteted it, are found in schools and 
academies of hearing pupils, anil in 
not, a few instances honorably com 
plete tho course iii till higher institu- 
tions. 

We quarrel with the above in the 
first place, because lln re arc no speci- 
fications. The schools and acadcinie- 
rcferred to are lo be received in trust. 
What, tho still higher institutions are, 
we are left to imagine. It is a most 
flittering exhibit of the work of the 
Clarke Institiiiion. If dciif-mulci- 

can leave the Clarke Institution and 

take their place with hearing pupil 
iii higher Institutions, it, is certuinl) 
doing a work to be einuhiled. 

I have, however, examined the 
catalogue and find to my sorrow, 
that this grand and exaiied claim. 

illnpses like a balloon, if you only 
prick it. In the first place, not, 

of i be pupils who entered hearing 

schools was born deaf. Of the fifteen 
pupils set down as having entered 
heating schools, eleven of them spent 
on an average only two years al the 

1 nst n in ion ; so that it is plain to an\ 
candid person, that they did not, get 
their preparation for hearing sohooh 
at tbe Clarke Institution. Of the 

four remaining eases, one lost hear- 
ing at two years of ago, and was in 
school eleven years. Another was 
only partially deaf, a third lost hear- 
ing in six yean of age, and there re 
mains QUI burnt tide case. 

So this grand claim resolves itself 
down to one cast!, ami tbe sun 
that pupil in a hearing school is yoi 
to be demonstrated, when Beports 
from responsible bodies beoomeso on 

trustworthy, it is well to ask what 
possible! value there is to the vast 

amount of literature in the shape ol 

Annual Reports every year issuing 
front the press.
